BRUSSELS, March 31.— (UP) — 
The Belgian cabinet, having forced 
the country temporarily off the gold 
standard, tonight fixed devaluation of 
the belga definitely at 28 per cent. 

The cabinet agreed that stock ex- 
changes and bourses may be opened 
tomorrow, after being closed since the 
crisis arose over the raid on the cur- 
rency earlier this month. 

It was understood large foreign or- 
ders for the purchase of Belgian 
bonds have been piling up, for execu- 
tion tomorrow, when the exchanges 
return to business.

Survey by Government 
Discloses. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—()— 
A “critical” shortage of electric pow- 
er production capacity that would “be 
disastrous if the United States should 
become involved in war“ was report- 
ed today in the first official national 
power survey. 

Made by the Federal Power Com- 
mission at the direction of President 
Roosevelt, the survey indirectly sup- 
ported the administration’s contention 
that there is need for such develop- 
ments as Boulder dam and the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 

“The critical shortage of existing 
generating capacity most seriously af- 
fects the great industrial districts of 
the east and middle west,” the report 
said. “It would, therefore, be disas- 
trous in case the United States should 
become involved in war. The situa- 
tion might be even more acute than 
that which existed during the World 
War when, in many districts, electric 
service had to be denied to ‘domestic 
and. commescial customers and non-es- 
sential industries to meet war needs 
for power.” 

Other Conclusions. 


Other conclusions reached from the 
study include: 

“The nse of electricity for domestic 
purposes as well as in certain 
branches of industry has gr-wn at 
such a rate during the depression that, 
upon a resumption of normal indus- 
trial activity, the demand for power 
will be at least 4,000,000 kilowatts in 
excess of that which existed in 1929. 
This is equivalent to the capacity of 
some 50 large generating stations, 

“Very little new generating capa- 
city has been constructed by the pri- 
vately-owned utilities sinte 1930. As 
a result the capacity of existing plants 
is 2.325.000 kilowatts less than the 
demand that will exist for power upon 
A resumption of pre- indus- 
trial activity, assuming maintenance 
of normal reserve capacity. 

“This shortage is being rapidly ac- 
céntuated by the obsolescence of 
plants which would have been replaced 
under normal conditions. As of Jan- 
uary 1, 1935, per cent of the total 
installed steam-electrie capacity of the 
United States was at least 10 years 
old, 11 per cent was 20 years old 
or older, and about 1 per cent at 
lenst 20 years old.

Disease Immunity Substances 
Are Successfully Isolated 


Accidental Discovery Lifts Curtain to Vistas of 
Vast Alleviation of Man’s Ills Through 
Action in Blood Stream. 


ITHACA, N. T., March 
Isolation for the first time in pure 
crystalline form of one of the so- 
called immune bodies,“ the little-un- 
derstood substances which promote 
immunity to disease. was announced 
tonight at Cornell University. 

The discovery is of intense scien- 
tific interest because it may lead to 
advances in the study of the phe- 
nomenon of immunity, the process un- 


| derlying body resistance. 


The newly isolated substance is a 
hemagglutinin (something 
causes red blood cells to stick to- 
gether) extracted from the jack bean. 
These are large, white beans from a 
common fodder crop. The hemagglu- 
tinin was found by Professor James B. 
Sumner and Stacey F. Howell, Ph.D. 
of the Medical College of Cornell 
at Ithaca. 


The substance is a crystalline pro- 
tein. It forms double wedge-shaped, 


known way on red blood corpuscles to 
cause their sticking. 


The pure material, even when di- 
luted 10,000,000 times, causes 
ceptible agglutination of dog and cat 
red blood cells. It has much less ef- 
fect on man. where dilution is only 
100 to 1,000 times. Cow and sheep 
blood react to it like man’s. 

Agglutination is one of the tests 
for blood transfusions. When blood of 
two persons is not of the same type, 
one causes agglutination in the other 
and cannot be used for transfusion. 

This agglutination of cells is one 
of the defense mechanisms of im- 
munity, It is a process the body em- 
ploys to fight certain germs, Im- 
munity to typhoid is an illustration. 

The mysterious agglutinin producéd 
by injection of the typhoid’ vaccine 
causes the typhoid germs to stick to- 
gether. The belief is that when the 
typhoid germs are thus bunched it is | 
easier for the white aoe cells to de- | 
stroy them.

Many diffrent kinds of bacteria give 
rise to agglutinins. Each produces its 
own agglutinin and each one is spe- 
cific.

“immune bodies.” Another type is 
anti-toxin. such as diphtheria, tetanus 
and botulinus anti-toxin.

The entire class of immune bodies 
goes by the general name of anti- 
bodies. At present they are the keys 
to immunization, But their produc- 
tion and use is complicated. Hence the 
first isolation of one of them in pure, 
crystalline form is important because 
it will enable scientists to study the 
chemical composition of an  agglu- 
tinin and possibly to produce them 
artificially at some future date. 

Scientists have believed that all ag- 
glutinins are proteins, This first one 
found is definitely protein. 

The fact that certain beans contain 
substances which cause red blood cor- 
puscles to stick together has been 


Isolation of the jack beans  ag- 
glutinin at Cornell was due to an in- 
cident. in another laboratory. Profes- 
sor Sumner in 1926 isolated the first 
enzyme, urease. from jack beans. He 
and Dr. Howell have been using these 
beans to extract pure urease, which 
physicians use in tests for nephritis 
and Bright’s disease. 

In another laboratory the workers 
reported this urease caused blood ag- 
glutination. Sumner and Howell 
suspected it was not the urease, but 
some impurity. which acted on the 
blood, Their search for the impurity 
led to discovery of the crystalline 
hemagglutinin. 

This substance is now being tested 
on animals in the veterinary college 
at Cornell to find out whether it may 
he toxic.

GENEVA, March 31.—(4)—Ethio- 
pia has flatly demanded arbitration 
of her deep trouble with Italy, appea!- 
ing to the League of Nations under 
Article 15 of the League covenant, 
which authorizes the League council 
to intervene, authoritative quarters af- 
firmed today.

Trade Trend in Georgia Shown 
In Commerce Department Report 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—In 
the report of a study of te location 
of small and large retail utlets in 
rural and urban places, t! Depart- 
ment of Commerce has just sued its 
first statement, which den with 
Georgia, according to inf: mktion 
furnished Senator Walter F. ‘teorge 
on the subject. The research is de- 
signed to cover several states and 
Georgia’s compilation furnishes many 
interesting facts of economic charac- 
ter, it is set forth, in the summary. 

Observers see in the report a trend 
toward larger trading centers, prob- 
ably due to improved highways and a 
changing plan of merchandising. Two- 
thirds of the retail stores in Georgia 
sold less than one-sixth of the mer- 
chandise handled in the state. Of this 
group of stores not one sold ove 
$10,000. and of all the stores in the 
state 65 per cent of them sold less 
than that amount of goods. 


Slightly more than half of the re- 
tail stores in Georgia are located in 
communities, or towns of less than 
2,500 porulation. A total of 16 per 
cent of all the stores in Georgia re- 
apn sales of less than 51.000, while 

1 per cent sold between $1,000 and 
$3,000 in merchandise. A majority 
of the stores reporting sales under 
$7.000 were in rural areas. 

General country and farm supplies 
stores constituting 87 per cent of the 
stores of this character are located in 
small town and rural areas and these 
did 74 per cent of thé state’s business 
in their field. Only 12 per cent of 
apres stores are located in towns 
of 2,500, or less, and, these did less 
than 4 per cent of the state’s busi- 
ness. :

An elaborate new telephone ex- 
change at Fulton county courthouse, 
designed to facilitate handling of the 
county's telephone business, will be 
“cut” in this morning. Work on the 
installation has been under way for 
several weeks. 

Under the new system, outgoing 
and building calls will be handled 
automaticall., while the *courthouse 
operators will cantinue to handle in- 
coming calls, which constitute 40 per 
cent of the total business. Intercom- 
municating calla constituting 10 per 
cent of the total will be handled di- 
rectly by the. caller, which will re- 
lieve the operators of a tremendous 
amount of work.

Subsidy for Exports 


BERLIN, March 31.—(UP)—A 
law published in the Official Gazette

It also guarantees 30,000,000 
marks for subsidizing the cattle mar- 
ket; 8,000,000 marks for breeding 
sheep: 35,000,000 marks for the egg 
market: 20,000,000 marks for the but- 
ter market; 5,000,000 for hemp and 
flax industry; 100,000,000 for land 
reclamation: 75,000,000 for a- 
steading, and 150,000,000. marks for 
house building.

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A RELIC OF OX-CART DAYS 

More than two billion dollars of 
American tax money is being wast- 
ed every year by political parasites 
on the pay rolls of state, county 
and local governments throughout 
the United States,“ according to a 
recent article by James T. Wil- 
liams Jr., of Washington, one of the 
ablest of American editorial com- 
mentators. 


He cites that the people are now 
being served by 194,632 units of 
government—one national, 48 state. 
3,062 county, 16,661 municipal 
and village, 19,769 school district. 
and others totaling 22,430. 


Local government is notably ef- 
ficient in the New England states, 
and yet they contain nearly twice 
as many persons per unit of gov- 
ernment as any other group of 
states in the country. By dividing 
the number of governmental units 
in the New England states into the 
population it is discovered that 
there is an average of 3,195 persons 
to each unit. In the South Atlan- 
tic states the figure drops to 1,934 
and to 1,559 in the middle states, 
while in the more sparsely settled 
western states the average persons 
per unit of government run in some 
instances as low as 226. 

In Great Britain government has 
reached the point of highest effi- 
clency of any country in the world, 
but in England and Wales there are 
approximately 17,000 persons to 
the unit of government. 

The story is the same the world 
ovér. Where the fewest govern- 
ments are found, the people are 
best served and the cost of govern- 
ment is the lowest. 

In a recent comment citing the 
obsolete nature of the present sys- 
tem of local government in Amer- 
ica, Mr. Williams quotes Gover- 
nor Lehman, of New York: 

Inefficient local government is of 
more than local consequence. The 
weakness of local government is a 
handicap to the state itself in the dis- 
charge of some of its principal duties. 

Our counties, cities, towns, villages 
and thousands of special . districts 
have all lagged far behind. It is true 
of rural government and city gov- 
ernment alike. In days like these 
government must be especially busi- 
nesslike and efficient. The taxpayer 
demands it and is entitled to it. 

When Senator Byrd was governor 
of Virginia he urged the elimination 
of numerous local governments, 
saying that directly and indirectly 
the American pays 33 cents out of 
eevery dollar to support govern- 
ment.” President Roosevelt, when 
governor of New York, vigorously 
criticized the obsolete system of 
local government followed in Amer- 
ica, pointing out that it was a hold- 
over from ox-cart days and was en- 
tirely unsuited for the present era 
of fast transportation ind communi- 
cations. 


No state in the Union is 2 worse 
offender in the multiplicity of use- 


less and expensive local govern- 
ments than Georgia. Its 159 coun- 
ties are a greater number than in 
any other state except Texas, 
which is five times as large. 

Half of the county governments 
in Georgia could be eliminated 
through consolidations and public 
service would be improved and be 
less expensive. The only excuse 
for their existence is to permit 
groups of needless and inefficient 
officeholders to feed at the public 
trough. 

The existence of these useless 
local governments is the chief cause 
of the tax burden that has caused 
thousands of home owners, not only 
in Georgia but throughout the coun- 
try, either to lose their property 
or to load it down with mortgages. 

if the tax burden is to be re- 
duced, these superfluous local gov- 
ernments, with théir waste, inef- 
ficiency and unnecessary pay roils 
must be abolished. That step can 
be achieved only if the taxpayers 

demand it.

* COTTON’S CRITICAL CRISIS 

The serious nature of the cotton 
crisis is illustrated by the action 
this week of the Naukeag Steam 
Cotton Company, of Salem, Mass., 
one of the largest and most pros- 
perous textile corporations of the 
country, in passing its quarterly 
dividend for the first time in 35 
years. 5 

The order of the NRA authorizes 
that production may be reduced by 
as much as 25 per cent by the code. 
The result, in the opin- 
ion of George A. Sloan, chairman 
of the code authority, will be to 
“make possible immediate steps 
temporarily to adjust plant opera 
tions in the various groups of the 
industry to the ability of the mar- 
ket to absorb the products of those 
groups, and will assure the con- 
tinued employment of mill opera- 
tives in many mills, who have been 
facing the certainty of immediate 
and indefinite lay-offs.” 

As Mr. Sloan points out, the 
emergency can be temporarily eased 
by spreading out the available work 
among the mills and the communi- 
ties dependent upon them—but with 
American textile exports decreasing 
and foreign imports increasing, no 
permanent relief can be expected 
untif the burden of the processing 
tax is relieved from the manufac- 
turers of this country so that they 
can again compete, both here and 
in foreign markets, with textiles 
carrying no such burden. 

President W. Ray Bell, of the 
Association of Cotton Textile Mer- 
chants of New York, forcefully com- 
ments that— 


Until profitable operations are es- 
tablished for the industry in gen- 
eral, however, there can be no as- 
surance that the era of capital de- 
struction has finally disappeared or 
that the social benefits can be main- 
tained. Recapture of the lost mar- 
kets represented by normal distribu- 
tor and dealer stocks can be accom- 
plished only through a restoration of 
confidence in the intrinsie and rela- 
tive values of our products. Removal 
of the peculiar political and economic 
burdens with which this industry has 
been saddled would go a long way 
toward reviving interest in the own- 
ership of cotton goods and bringing 
recovery out of reaction. 


No more serious problem con- 
fronts America than the solution of 
the question of what to do about 
cotton. With the raw staple in dan- 
ger of losing dominance of world 
markets, and American textiles 
losing out, both in this country and 
elsewhere, in competition with for- 
eign products, the industry, both 
manufacturing and raw production, 
is faced with a critical crisis. 

To a major degree the prosperity 
of the entire country is dependent 
upon how successfully the problem 
is solved, 


COVERING DENUDED ACRES 

Although America has been the 
last of the great nations of the 
world to recognize the importance 
of reforestation, the record of tree 
planting in this country during 1934 
marks the greatest effort ever at- 
tempted to restore denuded acres 
to their pristine state. 


accomplished by the various refor- 
estation programs throughout the 
country during the year reveal that 
163,000,000 trees were planted on 
national and state forest lands alone 
on areas totaling 161,000 acres. 

In a recent statement, Charles 
Lathrop Pack, president of the 
American Tree Association, -points 
out that despite the fact that the 
plantings during 1934 were three 
times as large as the average for 
the years previous to 1933, plans 
for this year contemplate a still 
more extensive program. At least 
100,000,000 trees are expected to 
be planted on state forest lands and 
150,000,000 in. national forests and 
parks. Spring plantings in the 
western shelter belt will total 2,000, 
000 trees, which would be larger 
except for the shortage of seedlings. 

More than a third of the refor- 
estation work of 1934 was done in 
three states, New York leading with 
40,000,000 trees, Wisconsin being 
second with 14,800,000 trees, and 
Michigan third with 12,400,000, 
but at least some planting was done 
in most of the states. Approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 trees were planted 
in the New England states; 656,209 
in the South Atlantic, and 333,612 
in the east, south central group, 
composed of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Alabama and Mississippi. 

In the South Atlantic states only 
| Georgia reports no material plant- 
ing program. Maryland led with 
360,000. trees, followed: by North 
Carolina with 214,000; Virginia, 
with 118,000; Florida, with 126,000, 
and South Carolina, with 100,000. 

Few states in the Union have so 
ruthlessly destroyed the forests that 
once covered-them as has Georgia, 
and the state must awaken to the 
importance of reforestation if it is 
to keep pace with a national trend 
that means much to the future wel- 
fare of the public.

But it was not China of 
which the Italian dictator was think- 
ing.

The Japanese enjoy a position of 
privilege in Abysisnia as no other for- 
eign nation. There are between 60,000 
and 70,000 Japanese engaged in in- 
dustry and trade in this country. 
These are the official figures. The 
reality is probably much greater. 
Since the spring of 1934 Japanese im- 
migration into the country has been 
speeded up to a point where the Japa- 
nese foreign minister has expressed 
his “highest satisfaction with the way 
in which Abyssinia facilitates the 
Japanese influx.” All the great 
Japanese banka have established 
branches in Addis Abeba. Japanese 
workers are constructing modern 
buildings on the main strets. The 
railway station is swamped with Ja- 
panese goods; toys, trucks, bicycles, 
radios, autos, furniture, dynamos, 
building material, steel, clothes, shoes, 
and also munitions and armament. 

I wandered about a couple of hours 
in the sheds. Amazing, could not 
help exclaiming. Say, do you think 
Japan will get out with a bow to 
Mussolini and a polite: “After you, 
my dear Alphonse!” Think again, Re- 
member how even France and Britain 
and the United States combined could 
not protest Japan out of Manchuria.

The first official account of the 
joint conferences here, issued as Eden 
was leaving for Warsaw to continue 
his peace tour, followed a new blast 
at Germany in the soviet press with 
the sharp warning that the reich has 
plans for revenge on France, Bel- 
gium and Czechoslovakia. 

Tonight’s communique said all par- 
ties in the conference’ finished yester- 
day were of the opinion that it is 
more than ever necessary to pursue 
the endeavor to promote the building 
up.of a system of collective security 
in Europe as contemplated in the 
Anglo-French communique of Feb- 
ruary 3 and in conformity with the 
League of Nations.” 

The communique said Russia and 
England found “that there was at 
present no conflict of interests be- 
tween the two governments and that 
this fact provides a firm foundation 
for development of fruitful collabora- 
tion between them in the cause of 


peace.” 
League Emphasized. 

Particular emphasis was placed 
upon the League of Nations. The 
communique said Eden had informed 
Litvinoff concerning his talks with 
Hitler in Berlin and that “it was 
agreed that these talks had helped to 
clarify the European situation.” 

The official Russian press declared 
Hitler turned down all the proposals 
put forth by the British in the Berlin 
discussions, 

The communique, in the opinion of 
observers, indicated that the British 
were ready to lend their support to a 
European security arrangement 
whether Germany participates or not. 
It made clear, however, that Germany 
will have an opportunity to enter the 
arrangement if she wishes. 

“It was emphasized in the conversa- 

tions (with Eden) by Stalin, Molotoff 
and Litvinoff,” said the communique, 
“that the organization of security in 
eastern Europe and the proposed pact 
of mutual assistance do not aim at 
isolation or encirclement of any state 
but at the creation of equal security 
for all participants, and that the 
participation in the pact of Germany 
and Poland would therefore be wel- 
comed as affording the best solution 
to the problem.” 

Michael Tukhachevsky, vice commis- 
sar of defense, charged in an article 
published in the newspaper Pravda 
that Germany’s militaristic pronounce- 
ments against soviet Russia were a 
screen for concealing Hitler’s plans for 
revenge on France, Belgium and 
Czecho-Slovakia. N 

Attack in East. 

The vice commissar warned that 
France is not prepared to act quick- 
ly against a Germany air attack, esti- 
mating that Germany has 2,100 bom- 
bardment and reconnaissance planes 
and 1,600 fighting and auxiliary 
planes, a total of 3,700. 

He estimated the reich’s air force at 
60,000 men with another 60,000 in 
training and said there was talk of 
plans to increase the number of planes 
in Germany to 16, 

He declared Germany this summer 
would have an army of 849,000, ex- 
ceeding the French army by 40 per 
cent and almost as large as the soviet 
army, which he placed at 940,000.

iquor Control To Take Chief 
Role in Proceedings 
This Year. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 31. 
(P)—Five of the seven constitutional 
amendments approved by the Florida 
electorate last November apparently 
will receive attention by the legisla- 
ture which opens its twenty-fifth bi- 
ennial session here Tuesday. 

Chief among these is the prohibition 
repeal amendment by which Florida 
‘threw out state-wide prohibitior after 
16 years. Laws which governed 
liquor prior to state prohibition again 
went into effect and under the local 
option system 45 of the state’s 67 
counties now are wet. New laws regu- 
lating and taxing liquor seem certain 
of enactment during the session, 


Attorney-General Cary D. Landis 
has recommended that the legislature 
repeal all existing liquor laws and 
start from scratch in fixing a system 
under which Florida will control in- 
toxicants. 

Governor Dave Sholtz is expected 
to deal with the issue in his message 
to the legislature Tuesday. The chief 
problem appears to be whether the 
state will go into the liquor business 
through a dispensary system or license 
and tax private business to handle it. 

Other constitutional amendments 
already passed upon by the people 
and expected to be given legislative 
attention are: ‘ 

1. That providing for homestead 
tax exemption up to an assessed val- 
uation of $5,000. 

2. That authorizing the legislature 
to enact a system of uniform laws for 
cities and towns, classifying and 
grouping them so that in future gen- 
eral bills may be passed to apply to 
all units in each group, 

8. That authorizing the legislature 
to arrange the state into 15 judicial 
circuits with one judge for each 50,- 
000 population. The state now has 28 
circuits. N 

4. That authorizing the legislature 
to give Jacksonville and Duval county 
the right to say whether their govern- 
ments shall be consolidated into one 
unit. 

5. That permitting state attorneys 
to file criminal information in all 
cases except capital cases, thus elim- 
inating much of the need for grand 
juries. 

6. That exempting the motion pic- 
ture industry from taxation on real 
property used in actual production 
of pictures for a period of 15 years 
dating from this year.

The New Count. 


Yesterday the new count went into 
éffect and although I have heard 
opinions pro and con, the pros seem 
to have it. The stagger systéin is 
one and with many mental hardships 
or players lacking a mathematical 
mind. The simplifications seem to be 
held in high favor, 

It is true, the devotees of duplicate 
must rearrange their tactics since one 
no-trump, now equals. two clubs or 
two diamonds; seven no-trump is no 
longer worth as much as seven of a 
minor with 100 honors; sacrifice bid- 
ding has also been affected. The 
change in the grand slam benus does 
not affect these players but certainly’ 
makes rubber play more equitablé. 

It is too early, yet, to pass final 
judgment but I believe, after constant 
appleation for a few months, this new 
count will more than justify the work 
done by Whist Club ecard committee, 
the collaborating foreign orgasizations, 
and the American co-operating com- 
mittee of which I have the hotior to be 
chairman.

In western France, a few miles 
from the coast of the English channel, 
is the little city of Bayeux. It has a 
population of only about 7,000, but it 
is more than a thousand years“ old. 
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Normans ouilding boats for invasion 
of England (from Bayeux tapestry). 


Blue, green, yellow, red, black 
and buff threads were used to work 
figures of men, animals, boats and 
buildings. 

The men shown are kings, nobles, 
knights and foot soldiers. Among them 
are King Edward the Confessor and 
King Harold of England: Duke Wil- 
liam‘ of Normandy, and Bishop Odo. 

Bishop Odo once held sway over 
Bayeux. It is believed that the tapes- 
try was made for use in his ca- 
thedral there. No one knows whe 
sewed the figures on the tapestry; but’ 
one legend says that the work was 
done by Queen Matilda, wife of Wil- 
liam the queror, 

There are 72 scenes which make a 
picture-story. Harold is shown as ke 
says good-by to King Edward; as he 
takes a boat to France, and as he is 
made prisoner by a French earl. Later 
Harold is seen taking an oath that he 
will not try to keep William from: 
gaining~the English throne. 

Harold did not keep the promise. He 
let himself be crowned king of Eng- 
land. This led Duke William to pre- 
pare to invade England with as large 
an army as he could muster. The 
tapestry, gives us views of Normans 
eutt ing trees and building boats for 
the invasion. : 

The Bayeux tapestry was not ma 
in the same way as the usual tapes- 
try. and the figures are rather crude ; 
but it is of more value than any 
other piece of cloth in the world. It 
is now on display, under glass, in a 
museum at Bayeux. |

Farm Act, Pensions 


Before High Court 


WASHINGTON, March 31-90 
Two of the most controversy provok- 
ing measures passed during the New 
Deal, the railroad pension act and the 


Frazier-Lemke farm moratorium 
measure, will be before the supreme 
court tomorrow. 

The pension act is expected to be 
decided tomorrow when the court re- 
turns after a two ‘weeks’ recess. /A 
lower federal court held it unconsti- 
tutional and the appeal was taken 
from that decision. 

The measure provides for retire- 
ment—with pay—of railroad em- 
ployes after 30 years of service, or 
after they reach the age of 65. 

After the court disposes of cases 
ready for decision, it will take up the 
Frazier-Lemke case for oral argument. 

This act, passed in the closing 
days of the last session along with the 
railroad bill, gives mortgage-burdened 
farmers a five-year moratorium if they 
are unable to reach: an agreement 
with their creditors. 


LIFE MAY EXIST 


ON SOLAR SYSTEM 
NEWLY CREATED 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—(4)— 
A new solar system, with a new 
“earth” on which life may sometime 
develop, may have been formed three 
months ago when the star Nova Her- 
culis flared inte great brilliance. 

Our own earth and solar system 
may have been formed in the same 
way, when the sun suddenly perhaps 
also “flared up” to great brilliance 
millions of years ago, Dr. Fustaf 
Stromberg, of Mount Wilson obser- 
vatory, California. added in an article 
published by the Carnegie Institution. 

Such flare-ups of stars are known 
s “Novae” or new stars.“ They are 
not really new stars, but a sudden 
explosion and tremendous increase in 
the brightness of an ordinary star that 
has existed for a long time. Usually 
such a star eventually dies down 
again. Nova Herculis is fading after 
flaring to 100,000 times its normal 
brightness. 

Planets might be formed by gas or 
other matter thrown out of a star 
when it exploded, Dr. Stromberg said. 
He believes it possible that such clouds 
of gas might settle down into planets, 
which would behave as our planets 
do. Life might come into existence 
on some of them, as it did on our 
earth.
